Flight  School  Is 

Discontinued  Here 

School  Has  Had  Excellent 
Ratinp  Since  Its  First 
Work  in  1940. 

Nontice  has  been  a-ecelved  by  the 
naval  cadet  flying  school  which  has 
been  operated  by  the  College  and 
the  Maryville  School  of  Aeronautics 
that  the  present  flying  group  of  fif¬ 
ty-four  naval  flying  cadets  will  be 
the  last  to  be  sent  here  under  the 
present  set-up.  Examinations  in 
the  ground  school  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  the  flight  students  have 
until  May  20  to  finish  their  flight 
program. 

A  “Prize  School” 

“Inadequacy  of  the  airport”  Is  the 
reason  given  for  discontinuance  of 
the  program,  but  the  records  show 
that  the  Maryville  aviation  school 
is  among  the  best  in  the  Middle 
West  and  was  considered  by  the 
naval  aviation  cadet  selection  board 
at  Kansas  City  as  its  “prize  school.” 

It  always  has  rated1  excellent  In 
ground  school,  flight  lnstx-uctlon, 
housing,  coordination,  mess  and 
transportation,  according  to  Lieut. 
i  John  Rahm  of  Kansas  City,  in  a 
convei-sation  with  M.  C.  Cunning¬ 
ham,  the  local  cc-ordinator. 

Mr.  Cunningham,  who  was  in 
Kansas  City  recently  conferring  with 
the  naval  aviation  officers,  said  the 
navy  and  CAA  officials  had  only 
the  highest  praise  for  the  school  at 
Maryville. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
pel-sons  have  taken  pilot  training  In 
Maryville  since  the  course  started 
as  the  Civilian  Pilots  Training 
course  at  the  Maa-yville  School  of 
Aeronautics  in  July,  1940. 

When  permission  was  granted,  as 
Lieut.  Norvel  Sayler  later  described 
It,  "we  had  neither  airplane,  air¬ 
port  nor  pilot,”  and  when  a  group 
started  training  three  weeks  later, 
they  had  acquired  a  “30-acre  pas¬ 
ture,  one  plane  and  one  instructor.” 

There  were  two  girls  in  the  first 
group  of  fifteen  students  who  start¬ 
ed  primary  flight  training  that  July. 
They  were  Martha  Jean  Harmon 
and  Doi-is  Virginia  Bristol.  A  sec¬ 
ondary  course  was  started  in  the 
fall  of  1940,  and  In  the  following 
spring,  1941,  the  cross  country 
course  was  added.  It  was  one  of 
three  centers  In  the  fifth  flight 
region,  which  consisted  of  several 
Mid-West  states. 

In  the  summer  of  1941  an  instruc¬ 
tors’  course  was  added,  which  made

When  Miss  de  Lissa  reached  col¬ 
lege  age,  she  earned  the  money  for 
her  education  by  acting  as  pianist 
for  the  Sydney  Kindergarten  Train¬ 
ing  College  and  by  teaching  fellow 
students, 

During  the  year.  Miss  de  Lissa 
accompanied  Miss  Frances  E.  New¬ 
ton,  principal  of  the  Sidney  College, 
on  a  lecture  tour  to  Adelaide,  Aus¬ 
tralia.  She  remained  for  twelve  weeks 
and  was  then  appointed  principal 
of  a  Kindergarten  Training  College 
there. 

During  the  next  four  years,  Miss 
de  Lissa  journeyed  several  times  be¬ 
tween  England  and  Australia  still 
pursuing  her  career  In  the  study  of 
education  of  young  children  and 
teacher- training.  She  organized  and 
was  principal  of  the  first  college  to 
specialize  in  this  work— Gypsy  Hill 
College.  This  college  was  later 
bombed. 

Her  book  “Life  in  the  Nursery 
School”  Is  widely  used  In  teacher 
training  colleges  and  war  nurseries. 

Miss  de  Lissa  is  now  in  the  United 
States  at  the  invitation  of  the  Child 
Study  Association.

Collects  Rare  Buttons 


“Button I  Button!  Who's  got  the 
button?”  If  people  knew  what  a 
collection  of  buttons  Berniecc 
Johnson,  of  Stanberry,  a  member  of 
the  graduating  class,  has  amassed, 
there  probably  would  be  no  ques¬ 
tion  about  who  has  the  buttons. 

Some  thirty-five  hundred  buttons 
are  in  Miss  Johnson's  collection.  She 
began  collecting  because  she  Is  in  a 
family  of  collectors.  Her  mother 
collects  iron-stone  china;  her  two 
sisters,  Mrs.  Paul  Derks  and  Mrs. 
L.  E.  Maple  of  Stanberry,  collect  old 
glass. 

Out  in  an  old  barn  In  Stanberry 
the  buttons  from  the  Van  Hook  Dry' 
Goods  Company  were  stored  when 
the  firm  went  out  of  business,  “years 
and  years  ago,"  Miss  Johnson  says. 
When  the  estate  was  settled,  Miss 
Johnson  had  acquired  these  old 
buttons.  All  of  them  were  at  least 
fifty  years  old,  Miss  Johnson  thinks, 
and  does  not  know,  how  much  older 
they  may  be. 

Asked  where  she  gets  her  buttons 
to  add  to  the  collectiqn,  Miss  John¬ 
son  says  that  she  has  frequented 
junk  shops  and  found  many  in 
them.  Her  finest  buttons  she 
bought  In  Pella,  Iowa.  These  are 
twelve  filagree  face  buttons.  Six  of 
them  have  men's  faces  on  them;  six 
have  women’s  faces.  People  have 
tried  to  buy  these  buttons  from  Miss 
Johnson,  but  she  refuses  to  part 
with  them.  They  were  made  in 
France. 

Friends  of  Miss  Johnson  bring  her  | 
odd  buttons.  On  the  otherhand, 
they  try  to  persuade  her  to  let  them 


have  some  especially  beautiful  but¬ 
tons  to  make  Into  ear-rings. 

One  interesting  button  Miss  John¬ 
son  has  was  brought  to  her  by  Miss 
Margaret  Owen,  assistant  librarian. 
This  is  a  molded  button  with  the 
shank  set  into  the  mold.  “Only  one 
button  can  be  made  at  a  time  in  a 
mold,”  says  Miss  Johnson. 

Twelve  jet  buttons  have  recently 
been  added  to  the  collection.  “They 
are  beautifully  carved,"  Miss  John¬ 
son  says  with  enthusiasm.  She  has 
acquired  between  three  and  four 
hundred  buttons  while  she  has  been 
in  the  College  this  year. 

“Alice  Noland,”  said  Miss  Johnson, 
"brought  me  four  lovely  calico  but¬ 
tons,  but  she  did  not  know  they  were 
calico  buttons.”  She  went  on  to  ex¬ 
plain  that  calico  buttons  are  rare. 
They  have  the  color  made  into  the 
class  that  composes  them. 

Asked  how  she  knows  whether  her 
buttons  are  good  and  whether  they 
are  rare,  Miss  Johnson  said  that  she 
makes  it  a  practice  to  look  up  the 
buttons  in  Hobby  Magazine. 

“There  is  no  comparison  between 
the  old  pearl  buttons  and  the  mod¬ 
ern  ones,"  Miss  Johnson  says.  She 
remarked  especially  on  12  mother- 
of-pearl  buttons  with  metal  shanks 
as  being  unusually  fine  buttons. 

To  display  her  buttons,  Miss 
Johnson  uses  large  bulletin  boards. 
‘And,  of  course,  I  have  a  three-foot 
charm  bracelet,”  she  added. 

“What’s  a  charm  bracelet?”  asked 
the  reporter. 

Miss  Johnson  explained  that  it 
was  simply  a  long  string  of  buttons 
—called  by  some  "ft  charm  string,”

Speaker  Talks  of 
Noted  Astronomer 

Copernicus  Day  Activities 
Begin  With  Assembly 
Friday  Morning. 

Dr.  Curvln  H.  Gingrich  of  Carle- 
ton  College,  Northfleld,  Minnesota, 
gave  the  address  at  assembly  Friday 
morning  as  part  of  the  Copernicus 
Quadricentennlal  celebration.  A 
teacher  of  mathematics  at  the 
Maryville  Seminary  from  1903  to 
1905,  Dr.  Gingrich  at  the  beginning 
of  his  talk  spoke  of  the  days  when 
he  was  at  the  College,  and  laughing¬ 
ly  said,  “When  I  left,  the  Seminary 
doors  closed  permanently.” 

Dr.  Gingrich  told  of  the  move¬ 
ment  to  promote  cultural  relations 
between  America  and  Poland.  This 
was  done,  he  said,  by  such  methods 
as  exchange  students  and  professors 
and  Is  now  done  by  hundreds  of 
universities  giving  just  such  pro¬ 
grams  as  the  College  sponsored  Fri¬ 
day  morning.  “We,  today,  can  feel 
we  are  taking  a  great  part  in  this 
program  of  promoting  cultural  re¬ 
lations  with  Poland,”  said  the 
Speaker  Outlines  Development 

He  then  spoke  of  great  scientists 
and  the  theories  which  they  had  had 
before  the  time  of  Copernicus. 
Pythagoras,  the  first  of  whom  he 
spoke,  said  that  the  earth  Is  a 
sphere  but  he  regarded  the  earth  as 
the  center  of  the  universe.  Aristotle 
could  not  accoimt  for  the  motion  of 
the  earth  around  the  sun  and  as  his 
word  was  authoritative,  other  people 
believed  as  he  did,  Dr.  Gingrich 
pointed,  out. 

Ptolemy,  in  his  book  “Almagest,” 
set  forth  the  geocentric  theory  of 
the  earth  being  the  center  of  the 
universe.  After  him  came  Copernicus 
who  was  greatly  impressed  with  some 
men  of  ancient  time  who  had  ex¬ 
pressed  the  belief  that  the  earth 
moved.  Copernicus  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  in  his  study  that  the  sun 
was  the  middle  of  all  but  he  used 
caution  in  giving  forth  his  ideas. 

Dr.  Gingrich  went  on  to  say  that 
naturally  the  transition  from  the  old 
thought  that  the  earth  was  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  universe  to  the  new  theory 
of  the  earth  moving  around  the  sun 
could  not  be  rapid,  but  It  was 
gradually  accepted.  Copernicus  saw 
his  book  “De  Revolutionibus,”  which 
set  forth  his  theory,  just  a  few  hours 
before  his  death. 

"Four  hundred  years  after  the 
death  of  Copernicus,  wo  commem¬ 
orate  the  historic  occasion  and  now 
Krakow  is  closed  for  the  first  time 
in  six  centuries  and  the  country  has 
been  invaded  but  withall  we  look  on 
a  nation  (Poland)  with  dignity  and

Four  Hundred  Men  From  Navy  Will 
Be  on  Campus  to  Begin  V-12  Work 


“Wliow!”  (lony  drawn  out)  was  the  expression  from 
the  college  women  when  President  Uel  W.  Lamkin  an¬ 
nounced  in  assembly  that  “four  hundred  men  in  uniform 
would  be  on  the  campus  about  July  1.” 

In  the  annonccmont  made  at  the  assembly  on  May  7, 
President  Lamkin  said  that  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Board  of  liegenis  had  wired  the  acceptance  the  night 
before  of  the  Navy’s  offer  to  use  this  College  for  its  pro¬ 
gram.  He  went  on  to  say  that  some  changes  in  schedule 
would  he  necessitated,  hut  explained  that  the  summer 
terms  of  the  college  would  go  on  as  usual  for  the  regular 
college  students.  The  fall  levin  will  open  September  6.  > 
Some  time  ago  the  College  \vas  inspected  by  Naval 
officers  and  the  College  was  approved.  It  just  remained 
Cor  the  Navy  to  designate  the  school  for  the  V-12  program. 


Telescope  Making 
Is  Shown  in  Film 

Mr.  Bowman  Shows  That  It 
Is  Possible  to  Succeed 
Without  Money. 

“Most  people  are  scared  to  death 
to  talk  about  telescopes,”  said  Mr. 
Edward  F.  Bowman  Friday  after¬ 
noon  when  he  started  to  show  his 
film  which  showed  the,,  complete 
procedure  of  making  the  24-inch 
reflector  which  he  finished  two 
weeks  ago.  He  must  have  had  your 
reporter  in  mind  for  this  sophomore 
felt  greatly  uninformed  about  tele¬ 
scopes  and  astronomy  but  before 
the  end  of  the  afternoon  she  had 
learned  much. 

While  the  film  was  shown  in  the 
Horace  Mann  auditorium,  Mr.  Bow¬ 
man  commented  and  explained  the 
process  of  making  a  reflector.  The 
film  showed  Mr.  Bowman  grinding 
the  mirror  to  the  point  where  it 
would  give  the  proper  focus.  This,  he 
said,  took  hours  and  hours  of  work; 
In  fact,  he  spent  two  years  making 
this  telescope  during  his  spare  time. 
Priorities  almost  stopped  him  from 
finishing  the  grinding  of  the  lens 
but  people  such  as  Mr.  Bowman  find 
ways  to  overcome  difficulties. 

Mr.  Bowman  said  that  he  bet  that 
no  woman  could  compete  with  him 
in  the  amount  of  rouge  used  in  one 
year.  The  catch  is  that  he  uses  it 
for  polishing  his  mirror.  Before  the 
lens  is  finished  it  must  be  silvered. 
The  film  showed  wax  paper  being 
put  around  the  lens  and  then  a 
silver  solution  being  poured  on  top. 

After  seeing  the  film,  a  group  of 
interested  people  gathered  together 
to  discuss  anything  that  might  come 
up.  Naturally,  the  discussion  was  all 
about  telescopes.  The  meeting  was 
not  without  humor.  This  reporter 
happened  to  hear  one  man  say, 
“Well,  that  Is  just  like  women’s 
clothes  which  must  be  long  enough 
to  cover  the  subject  and  yet  short 
enough  to  be  interesting.” 

Mr.  Bowman  pointed  out  that  the 
lens  which  he  made  cost  him  less 
than  $40  but  if  he  had  had  to  buy  it, 
the  lens  would  have  cost  about  $3,500. 
His  telescope  magnifies  350  times 
ordinarily  but  it  was  a  power  of 
magnifying  800  times  if  obstacles  in 
the  air  were  not  present;  then  no 
would  be  able  to  tell  time  on  a 
pocket  watch  eight  to  ten  miles  away 
from  the  person  looking  through  the

Has  Insect  Collection 


When  Mary  McNcal  walks  Into 
the  biology  laboratory  at  Charter 
Oak,  Iowa,  next  September  as  the 
biology  and  general  science  instruc¬ 
tor,  the  students  are  going  to  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  an  instructor 
who  knows  more  about  biology  than 
she  learned  in  college  classes.  Mary 
has  developed  a  hobby  which  has 
been  an  education  In  Itself. 

It  all  started  back  in  1932  one 
spring  morning  when  Mary  was 
raking  the  yard  at  her  home  in 
Graham.  Suddenly  she  observed  a 
little  Insect  of  some  kind'  crnwling 
up  on  her  rake  handle.  She  was 
curious  about  it  and  wondered  what 
it  was.  She  picked  It  up  and  be¬ 
gan  to  find  someone  who  could  tell 
her  what  this  was.  She  was  told 
that  she  had  caught  a  luna  moth. 
Mary  decided  that  it  had  been  such 
fun  to  find  Information  about  a 
moth  which  she  had  accidentally 
discovered,  and  decided  it  would  be 
interesting  to  look  for  various  In¬ 
sects,  such  as  moths  and  butterflies 
and  many  other  varieties. 

The  result  today  is  that  Mary 
now  has  a  collection  of  more  than 
two  hundred  Insects  all  of  which 
she  keeps  in  her  room.  This  col¬ 
lection  of  moths  represents  many 
hours  of  work,  long  periods  of  study, 
and  various  correspondences  which 
She  has  had.  Mary  has  mounted 


the  various  species  In  hose  boxes 
and  each  has  its  name  beneath  it. 
She  has  secured  discarded  photo¬ 
graphic  plate,  removed  the  gelatine 
from  them,  and  made  protective 
covers  for  the  boxes.  The  butter¬ 
flies  and  moths  are  mounted  with 
wild  and  tamo  flowers  from  this 
part  of  the  country. 

Among  her  collection  nrc  fifteen 
species  which  came  from  the  Phil¬ 
ippine  Lslands.  She  corresponded 
with  amateur  collectors  whose 
names  she  found  In  the  Nature 
Magazine.  As  a  result  of  tills  cor¬ 
respondence,  Mary  has  made  ex¬ 
changes  and  has  these  unusual  spe¬ 
cies.  Other  unusual  members  of 
the  collection  are  two  kinds  of  silk 
moths.  She  also  has  one  moth 
which  has  been  declared  a  very 
rare  specimen.  The  authorities  at 
the  St.  Joseph  Museum  were  unable 
to  tell  her  the  name,  but  informed 
her  that  it  Is  very  rare  and  valuable. 

In  addition  to  deriving  pleasure 
from  her  own  collection,  she  has 
displayed  her  collection  on  several 
occasions.  The  collection  has  been 
displayed  at  the  School  Fair  at 
Graham  twice,  at  the  College,  at 
the  Hobby  Show  In  St.  Joseph,  and 
also  in  the  Museum  of  St.  Joseph. 

Mary  really  has  developed  a  val¬ 
uable  hobby,  one  that  is  constantly 
progressing,  giving  enjoyment  and 
improving  her  education, 


When  President  Lamkin  arrived 
home  from  Chicago  Wednesday 
night  he  found  notice  of  the  Navy’s 
designation  and  Thursday  conferred- 
with  the  regents  before  the  College’s 
acceptance  was  wired. 

Official  notice  of  the  designation 
came  from  Rear  Admiral  L.  E.  Den- 
field,  assistant  chief  of  the  bureau 
of  naval  personnel,  with  headquar¬ 
ters  in  Washington. 

The  men  who  come  here  to  take 
the  training  all  have  taken  entrance 
examinations.  Several  in  Nodaway 
county  have  taken  and  passed  the 
examinations.  All  are  either  high 
school  graduates  or  have  had  some 
college  education.  It  is  possible  that 
some  naval  cadets  will  be  transferred 
from  other  smaller  units  now  In 
other  colleges. 

May  Enlarge  Faculty 

It  is  entirely  probable  that  tho 
college  faculty^will  of  necessity  have 
to  be  enlarged  to  take  care  cf  the 
increase  of  students,  but  as  yet  tho 
number  is  not  known  It  all  depends 
upon  what  subjects  the  naval  cadets 
take. 

Basically,  the  boys  will  take 
mathematics,  English,  history,  phy¬ 
sics,  drawing,  physical  education 
and  naval  drill. 

They  will  be  here  for  sixteen 
months.  While  here  they  will?  re¬ 
ceive  lodging,  subsistence,  all'  fees, 
medical  and  dental  service,  their 
clothing  and  In  addition  be  paid  $50 
a  month.  "{■ 

Naval  Officer  in  Charge  V 

One  naval  offioer  will  be  assigned 
here  to  have  charge  of  the  dibip- 
line.  The  naval  cadets  will  be  allow¬ 
ed  .to  take  part  in  any  and  all  of 
the  college  activities  and  athletics 
if  they  do  not  Interfere  with  their 
studies  or  physical  training,  and 
they  will  be  permitted  to  join  exist¬ 
ing  clubs,  either  social  or  acadmenic. 
They  will  be  required  to  pay  their 
own  fees  in  these  organizations. 

Mr.  Lamkin  said  that  the  boys 
who  have  passed  the  navy  entrance 
examinations  may  designate  the 
school  to  which  they  desire  to  be 
sent  for  their  first  sixteen  months 
in  the  navy,  but  he  understands 
from  the  Navy  that  the  400  boys  to 
be  assigned  here  will  come  from 
this  area  of  the  Middle  West. 

Carry  On  Regular  Program 

While  here  the  boys  will  receive 
tegular  college  credit  for  the  work 
they  take.  They  must  maintain 
scholastic  standings.  If  they  fall 
they  will  be  assigned  to  regular  naval 
duty  as  seamen.  The  classes  which 
the  naval  cadets  attend  will  bo 
open  to  civilians. 

,  Under  the  contract  the  college  has 
signed  with  the  Navy  it  will  furnish 
adequate  housing  facilities  for  a 
minimum  of  400  men.  At  least  half 
|  of  the  nnval  cadets  can  be  cared 
for  at  the  Quadrangle,  the  new 
set  of  buildings  to  the  north  of  the 
Horace  Mann  high  school.  Also,  mess 
will  be  served1  In  the  Quad  and  If 
necessary  in  the  cafeteria  of  ROsl- 
|  dence  Hall. 

Employs  Local  Physicians 
I  The  college  will  furnish  medical 
and1  dental  service  to  tho  men  and 
in '  this  conjunction  has  employed 
local  doctors  and  physicians  to  fur¬ 
nish  the  service. 

The  College  now  will  go  ahead 
to  make  such  alterations  In  the 
present  buildings  as  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  care  for  the  naval  cadets. 
The  College  officials  will  be 
busy  before  July  1  getting  tho  re¬ 
quired-  equipment  to  care  for  the 
Influx  of  cadets. 

After  sixteen  months  of  education 
In  required  college  courses  and 
maintaining  a  standard  of  naval 
drills,  the  men  will  be  sent  to  baslo 
naval  centers  and  If  qualified  ulti¬ 
mately  will  become  commissioned 
officers.

A  few  of  the  difficulties  may  be  understood  when  it 
becomes  known  that  inroads  the  war  has  made  on  the  group 
of  students  who  took  on  the  responsibility  for  the  North¬ 
west  Missourian  have  been  many.  Gene  Yenni  was  chosen 
last  fall  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  editor  when  Betty 
Bo.wor  failed  to  return  to  college.  He.  served  faithfully  un¬ 
til  the-  E.  R.  C.  men  were  called  into  active  duty  the  last  of 
March.  Esther  Miller,  then  associate  editor,  was  promoted 
to  the  place  of  editor. 

To  both  editors  ,the  adviser  wishes  to  express  her 
thanks  in  this  public  way  for1  the  excellent  manner  in  which 
they  met  their  responsibilities.  It  is  probable  that  nobody 
except  the  adviser  realizes  fully  the  long  hours  these  two 
young  people  put  in  week  after  week  to  make  the  paper  a 
success.  Miss  Miller  and  Mr.  Yenni  do  not  know  it  yet,  but 
this  week  the  Northwest  Missourian  adviser  received  notice 
that  the  paper  had  been  rated  “Good,”  with  Second  Honor 
Rating  by  the  national  Associated  Collegiate  Press.  Tho 
adviser  thinks  that  these  editors  can  feel  proud  of  that 
rating  in  the  face  of  the  difficulties  under  which  they  work¬ 
ed.  • 

One  difficulty  was  the  fact  that  the  assistants  in  the  of¬ 
fico  have  changed  constantly.  Hardly  was  one  trained  to 
the  work  of  typing,  handling  the  ciruclation,  mailing  out, 
until  he  was  called  to  the  service  of  the  United  States.  The 
same  was  true  of  the  sports  writers.  One  after  another,  the 
staff  lost  Jack  Langston,  Paul  Gates,  Robert  Kamler,  Rob¬ 
ert  Coffman,  Eldon  Lawson,  and  Ernest  Ploghoft.  When 
Gone  Yenni  left,  the  staff  became  all-feminine.  Eleanor 
Peek  and  Patsy  McDermott  became  assistants  and  later 
Miss  Peck  was  made  the  associate  editor. 

The  remarkable  thing  about  the  staff  this  year  is  that 
when  one  person  left,  the  others  just  uvned  in  and  kept 
things  going.  When  the  adviser  had  an  accident  that  kept 
her  in  the  hospital  and  later  curtailed  her  activities,  the  ed¬ 
itor,  Gene  Yenni,  took  added  duties.  When  Mr.  Yenni  had 
an  accident,  Esther  Miller,  the  associate  editor  took  on  the 
duties  of  both  the  adviser  and  the  editor.  And  so  it  was 
throughout  the  year.  The  staff  had  no  shirkers.  And  the 
adviser  is  grateful. 

The  fact  that  the  men  and  women  in  Service  were  so 
eager  to  liavo  news  of  the  College  addd  zst  to  the  matter  of 
putting  out  a  good  paper.  That  was  responsible,  too,  for  the 
determination  to  kep  the  paper  going  even  though  the  work 
was  hard  and  the  difficulties  many.  The  grateful  letters  of 
appreciation  from  alumni  and  former  students,  particularly 
those  in  service,  have  made  all  of  us  associated  in  the  task 
of  putting  out  the  paper  say  more  than  once,  “We  can’t  let 
those  in  service  down!” 

May  I  now,  personally,  say  my  thanks  to  everybody 
who  has  assisted  on  the  Missourian  in  any  way  this  year.  I 
hope  that  we  shall  have  as  good  and  as  conscientious  a  staff 
next  year  as  we  have  had  this.

it  possible  for  a  student  to  begin 
his  primary  training,  and  take  a 
complete  course  here  which  would 
give  him  his  private  pilot's  license, 
his  commercial  license  and  an  in¬ 
structor’s  rating.  But  at  that  time 
only  about  one  out  of  every  four 
students  was  going  on  into  the  ad- 
!  vanced  training.  , 

As  compared  to  the  start  of  flight 
training  in  Maryville,  when  Lieut. 
Sayler  left  in  September,  1942,  they 
had  105  acres  for  the  students,  nine 
airplanes  operated  by  the  School  of 
Aeronautics;  and  nine  instructors 
with  a  full  staff  of  eighteen  to 
twenty,  including  the  ground  school 
instructors.' 

The  school  began  as  a  civilian  en¬ 
terprise  to  offer  flight  training  to 
those  who  wanted  to  learn  how  to 
fiy,  This  expanded  until  the  Civ¬ 
ilian  Pilot  Training  program  was 
taken  over  by  the  government  aft¬ 
er  the  war  started,  and  it  became 
a  War  Training  Service  program, 
turning  out  earnest,  serious-minded 
young  pilots  to  whom  flying  had 
become  a  grim  business.

Book  Review 


Tills  novel  is  the  story  of  Mary 
Rafferty,  who  on  September  19, 
1873,  not  quite  sixteen  and  wearing 
her  first  long  skirt,  rang  the  side- 
door  bell  of  the  Scott  mansion  in 
Pittsburgh,  and  started  work  as 
"  ’tween-maid"  in  the  household  of 
the  stern  and  bearded  ironmaster. 
The  book  is  divided  into  three  parts 
witli  the  names  of  three  of  the  char¬ 
acters  as  titles,  but  it  is  really  a 
story  of  Mary  Rafferty,  a  novel  of 
love  and  devotion,  of  unswerving 
loyalty  and  self-sacrifice,  the  glow¬ 
ing,  and  eventful  record  of  a  girl 
who  became  the  conscience  of  a 
family,  the  true  representative  of 
their  integrity,  both  in  the  homo 
and  in  the  roaring  tumult  of  the 
steel  mills. 

In  time  the  story  spans  almost 
seven  decades  of  American  life— 
from  the  eve  of  Black  Friday  to  the 
attack  on  Pearl  Harbor.  Four  gen¬ 
erations  of  the  Scott  Family  move 
across  its  pages.  It  is  a  magnificent 
and  moving  panorama  of  American 
family  and  business  life,  packed 
with  drama,  romance,  the  clash  of 
warring  temperaments,  the  turmoil 
and  change  of  business,  the  rise  of 
new  fortunes,  and  new  ideas,  the 
coming  of  sturdy  new  nationalities 
to  the  great  labor  fields  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania— and  ail  of  it  is  dominated  by 
Mary  Rafferty,  one  of  the  most 
lovable  characters  in  American  fic¬ 
tion.  After  you  have  finished  this 
book  you  will  remember  these  char¬ 
acters  as  your  intimate  acquaint¬ 
ances.
